PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

The  opening  of  our  schools  and  col¬ 
leges  suggests  the  important  questions, 
What  shall  we  'do  with  our  boys  and 
girls?  and  What  kind  of  instruction 
ought  our  schools  to  provide?  To  be 
sure,  these  are  not  new  questions ;  they 
are  as  old  as  the  world,  and  yet  they  are 
also  ever  new. 

The  recent  deliverances  of  Charles 
Francis  Adams,  Jr,  at  Harvard,  and  of 
William  Walter  Phelps,  have  called  at¬ 
tention  to  a  phase  of  the  subject  which 
has  occurred  to  many  minds.  That  there 
should  be  some  more  adequate  provision 
for  teaching  French  and  German,  and  the 
technical  arts,  will  in  nowise  be  disputed. 

Education  should  be  practical,  by  which 
we  mean  that  .it  should  be  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  those  for  whom  it  is  designed 
We  think  that  in  the  past  it  has  been 
practical ;  that  it  has,  in  fact,  met  the 
wants  of  the  earlier  stages  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic,  and  that  what  we  now  complain  of  is 
its  present  lack  of  adaptability  to  our 
present  wants. 

This  suggests  a  second  point.  Educa¬ 
tion,  to  be  practical,  should  also  be  pro¬ 
gressive.  It  should  grow  with  our  growth, 
and  so  continue  to  meet  the  wants  of  a 
more  and  more  complex  state  of  business 
and  of  society. 

During  the  past  twenty  years  our 
country  has  grown  from  youth  to  a  vigor¬ 
ous  manhood. 

The  professions  have  multiplied;  com¬ 
merce  has  developed  with  astonishing 
rapidity;  manufacturiugand  mining  have 
become  national  industries ;  electricity 
and  steam  have  revolutionized  trade  and 
commerce. 

These  new  departments  call  for  work¬ 
men  with  special  preparation  and  train¬ 
ing.  There  is  room  for  mining  engineers 
and  civil  engineers,  electricians,  chemists, 
artists,  and  designers,  for  many  of  whom 
our  present  training  is  superficial  oer  en¬ 
tirely  inadequate. 

How  is  the  difficulty  to  be  met,  for  meet 
it  we  must  ?  By  abolishing  the  old  edu¬ 
cation  and  building  anew  ?  Not  at  all. 
We  adapt  our  business  and  our  habits  to 
the  new  conditions  which  steam  and  elec¬ 
tricity  bring  upon  us.  The  wheels  of 
commerce  move  taster  than  they  once 
did;  still  they  move  in  the  old  channels, 
and  are  governed  by  the  old  laws.  Manu¬ 
facturing  is  done,  on  a  larger  scale,,  but 
supply  and  demand  limit  or  increase  the 
product  with  the  same  relentless  power 
as  before. 

So  in  education,  the  needs  of  the  world 
have  changed  somewhat.  There  is  less

A  school  of  mechanics  and  designers 
can  alone  meet  such  a  want  So  in  vari 
ous  parts  of  our  State  and  country',  as  in 
Germany  and  England,  new  schools  will 
arise  to  meet  the  wants  of  our  new  indus¬ 
tries,  but  such  can  never  supplant  the  old 
methods  and  the  old  education, 
educational  forces  be  progressive  bnd 
practical,  not  destructive  and  capricious. 
Meanwhile  we  are  glad  to  know  that  in 
our  own  schools  new  methods  of  teaching 
and  study  are  constantly  introduced,  to 
add  to  their  effectiveness  and  value.  Much 
that  is  talked  of  in  educational  circles  as 
new  is  already  in  practical  use  in  our 
midst.  Object-teaching,  drawing,  and  the 
practical  sciences  are  not  unknown  in  our 
public  schools,  notwithstanding  they  have 
the  reputation  of  being  conservative,  and 
slow  to.  adopt  new  methods  and  instru¬ 
ments  of  teaching. 


STORM  AND  EARTHQUAKE. 

That  old  pother  Earth  is  being  greatly 
tossed  and  tumbled  about  is  beyond  a 
question.  Whether  the  sun-spots  have 
done  it,  or  whether  the  volcanoes  have 
become  tired  of  lying  still,  it  is  plain  that 
sea  and  shore  are  in  agitation.

The  news  which  has  come  from  Yellow¬ 
stone  Parkis  of  a  thrilling  character.  gNot 
only  had  President  Arthur  invade^  it 
with  an  abundant  escort,  and  a  full  sup¬ 
ply  of  provisions  and  potables,  but  Rjufus 
Hatch  and  his  private  party  were  there  in 
force.  It  appears,  however,  that  Mr. 
Hatch’s  calculations  have  not  been  so  ac¬ 
curate  and  satisfactory  as  those  o i  the 
other  expedition,  and  that  he  has  been 
himself  a  victim  of  misplaced  confidence. 

It  seems  that  he  invited  a  certain  npble 
lord  to  accompany  him,  in  order  evident¬ 
ly  to  arouse  the  better  instincts  off  the 
British  aristocracy  and  prove  to  tjbern 
that  mere  fishing  and  shooting  weref  not 
all  that  life  contained.  Said  noble  fiord 
being  unable  to  come,  desired  to  ol 

substitute.”  The  k  substitute  ”  tfeing 
accepted,  had  a  “  friend  ’’—over  whom 
the  mantle  of  charity  was  cast.  |Tlie 
“  friend  ”  had  an  inseparable  companion 
of  the  masculine  gendei^-and  he  also 
Was  smuggled  into  the  gang.  Further, 
the  companion  had  a  particular  associate 
and  the  associate  was  also  reluctantly 
included.  It  then  turned  out  that  the 
associate  was  reduced  to  the  dire  neces¬ 
sity  of  possessing  a  twin  brother— from 
whom  he  had  never  been  separated,  mo, 
not  a  moment.

Observing  the  difficulties  of  our 
large  neighbor,  we  cannot  help  congratu¬ 
lating  ourselves  on  the  very  satisfactory 
solution  of  our  own  water  problem.  Some 
of  our  citizens  are  not  altogether  satisfied 
about  our  arrangements  with  the  Water 
Company,  and  no  doubt  some  further 
privileges  and  guarantees  might  have 
beeh  advantageous!  to  us.  But  what  we 
did) not  get  is  as  nothing  to  what  we  did 
get,  and  if  the  arrangements  work  a%  wall¬ 
as  they  read,  we  sh411  have  every  reason 
to  be  thankful.

The  next  step 
follows  as  the  night  follows  the  day:  New 
Yorik  occupies  tba  i  seat.  He  assumes 
that  the  complete  n  of  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge  is  the  first  si  ep  towards  the  ap 
sorption  of  4  the  Ci  ;y  of  Churches,  and 
thief  barrier  passed,  the  Empire  City  will 
spread  itself  in  s  ieady  progress  and 
growth  until  Trinity  Church  shall  stand 
as  the  pivot  of  a  cit  y  which  shall  extend 
for  fifteen  miles  in  <  very  direction.  The 
map  which  accou  ipanies  the  article 
shows  that  New  Y<  rk  would  then  em¬ 
brace  Long  Islanc  almost  to  Garden 
City,  all  of  Staten  aland,  and  so  much 
of  New  Jersey  as  lie  i  within  the  Counties 
of  IJudson,  Bergen,  Passaic,  Essex,  and 
Union.  Those  five  counties  now  have  a 
population  of  more  than  half  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  and  the  present  popula¬ 
tion)  of  the  area  incl  ided  in  such  a  circle 
is  over  3,000,000.  A  id  yet  there  is  no 
density  or  crowdin|  [  of  population  out 
side:  of  New  York  ci  ly.  All  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  Unit  >d  States  could  be 
brokght  within  ths  circle,  which  in¬ 
cludes  about  700  tquare  miles,  and  it 
would  only  be  abou  \  6",  000  to  the  square 
mile,  not  half  so  1  aany  to  the  acre  as 
some  portions  of  New  York  now  contain.

New  York,  such  werds  of  honest  praise 
ought  to  help  us  to  i  innex  to  ourselves  a 
goodly  share  of  peo  lie  who  are  constant¬ 
ly  looking  for  desirs  tile  country  homes.
